Prefence of the Czarina, after which, a Courier was 
difpatched to Vienna, another to the Count de Mu- 
nich, and a Third to Perfia, in order to know if the 
Propofals of the faid Accommodation, are not con- 
trary to the Engagements which the Sophy has 
entered into with the Ruffian Court. The Exprefs 
fent to the Count de Munich, carries an Order to 
the Generals of the Coflacks, and the Kans of the 
Tartars, who are under the Protection of Ruffia, to 
affemble all their Forces, and join the Ruffian 
Army. 

A Palace is fitting up at Petersburg, for the Re- 

ception of two Ambafladors who are coming with 
Twenty Perfons in their Retinue from the new Em- 
peror of China, to notify to the Czarina his Acceffion 
to the Crown, and to confirm the ‘Treaties of Friend- 
fhip and Commerce concluded with the Czarina 
his Predecefior. Mean time the Court of Ruflia 
defigns to propofe a new Treaty of Commerce with 
the Chinefe Emperor, more extenfive than the former 
Treaties, in which great Advantages are calculated 
for the Subjects of Ruffia. 
They write from Vienna, that the Emperor fecing 
no Hopes of an Accommodation between the Turks 
and Mufcovites, has fent Orders to M. Dahlman, 
his Minifter at Conftantinople, not to take up the 
Character of his Ambaffador Extraordinary, if he 
has not already done it. Weare aflured, that the 
Count Seckendorff is to be Commander in chief of 
the Forces that are to aft againft the Turks ; but 
the Seafon being too far advanc’d for any Hoftilities 
this Year, the Imperiaf Court has fent Orders for 
their Troops in Hungary, to go into Winter 
Quarters. 

The Duke d’Aremberg, is declar’d Commander 
in chief of the Imperial Forces in the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands. 

The Gangs of Highwaymen continue to commit 
fo much Mifchiet in feveral Parts of the Empire, 
by Murders, Robberies and burning of Houles, 
&c. that the Courts of Hanover, Hefle Caffel, the 
Elector of Cologne, the Bifhops of Paderbourn, 
Muntfter, and Ojnaburg, and the Counts of Lippe 
Dittenclt and Buckebourg, have concluded a Con- 
vention whereby each State engages to furnifh a 
certain Number of Troops, for purfuing and difper- 
fing thofe Vagabonds. 

They write from Berlin, that a fine Palace is 
building at Coflenblat,near Wufterhauftn, for Prince 
William, fecond Son to the King of Pruflia—— 
The Sieur Angeau, a — * famous Painter of that 
Country, has had the Honour to be introduced 
to the Queen of Pruffia, and to prelent her 
with a Picture of his Britannick Majefty in Mi- 
niature, with which her Majefty was fo well pleafed 
that fhe kept it, gave the Painter a handfome Re- 
ward, and aflured him of the Honour of her Pro- 
tection.

In the latter Years of his Life, he lived much 
retired from the World. He was married to the 
Honourable Mrs. Chriftian Sandilands, Sifter to the 
Right Honourable the Lord Torphichen, b» whom 
he has left one Son, a Counfellor at Law in Wett- 
minfter.
